The memorial exhibition of paintings by 
Winslow Homer, will be held in Gallery 20.

Both exhibitions will be open to the pub- 
lic on February 7th, the exhibit of armor to 
remain on view until April 16th, the Homer 
collection until March 19th. 



A private view of the exhibitions has 
been arranged for the Trustees, members, 
and friends of the Museum, on the after- 
noon of Monday the 6th, admission being 
by card, which should be presented at the 
entrance of the Special Exhibition Room 
and of Gallery 20. 

It is recommended that guests arriving 
in carriages alight at the Park Entrance to 
the Museum. The elevator at this entrance 
will give access to the Homer Exhibition, 
from which the visitor should pass to the 
Armor Exhibit. Those arriving at the 
Fifth Avenue entrance should visit the 
armor collection first, and then the Homer 
pictures.
